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Therefore, since there exists among claims 1-5, 15-19, 22, claim 6, 
claims 7-14, 23-26, claims 20, claim 21 no other common feature to be 
considered to be a special technical feature within the meaning of PCT 
Rule 13.2, second sentence, no technical relationship within the meaning 
of PCT Rule 13 can be found among those different inventions. 

Therefore, it is clear that claims 1-5, 15-19, 22, claim 6, claims 
7-14, 23-26, claims 20, claim 21 do not mutually fulfill the requirement 
of unity of invention. 
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
